Tiie LjcR Ulwerviitory Clocks. 


The Lick Obstiivatory has five staiid- 
ard clocks bv the best makers in the 
world. 
Thev are all bolted to heavy 
brick piers, which pass U[> through the 
floor of a room specially 
constrncted 
for the purpose, with double doors, 
windows, aud walls throaghoat 
The 
piers are bailt on the solid rook of the 
mountain, and are entirely disconnected 
from the building, so that no jar can 
be coiamunioated to the clocks. 
The 
doable walls of tho room effeotaally 
guard against suddun changes of tem« 
peratiira 
Five chronometers are also 
kept here, two of which are regularly 
n s ^ i n connection Avith the time ser- 
vice. 
In some obscrvutories tlie clock- 
room is situated deep under ground, 
and the clocks are even sealed up in 
air-tight cases, but the equable climate 
of California, renders this unnecessary 
on Mt Hamilton. 
Four of the ob- 
servatory 
clocks 
keep 
sidereal 
time, 
and . are 
allowed 
to 
run 
without regulation, tlieir errors being 
allowed for; the fifth is the standard 
mean time clock, and is constantly ad- 
justed, 8o as to be as nearly right as 
possible every day at noon, when time 
signals are transmitted to tha railroads. 
This is ert'ected by mean^ of small 
weights of different sizes. 
The one 
most used makes the clock gain a tenth 
of a second i>er hour when placed ou 
to}> of the pendulum, and makes it 
lose the same amount when placed oq 
a little shelf ;it the bottom. 
It weighs 
73.1 {.grains. 
The clock is cc)mparcdi 
with one of the sidereal clocks andi 
two chronometers ever day a little be- 
fore 
o'clock in the morning, and thus 
its error is determined. 
Then the 
Avcifiht is applied, so as to correct thij 
error before noon. If, 
for instance, 
the 
dock 
should 
be 
foun^ 
two-tentha of 
a second slow, 
th«[ 
weight would be put on top of the pen* 
dulum aud removed at the end of two 
liour.s, when the clock would be jus^ 
right. 
The pendulum is of itself sq 
nearly in adjustment that the cloclj 
will run a day without getting mor^ 
than the tenth of a second out, and it 
is hardly ever necessary to correct an 
error of as much as two-tenths of ^ 
second. 
The rule whieh has 
been 
adopted is to always have the cloclj 
within a tenth of a second at noon.

after th^ 
UDon signals an* sent gives th(i precis^ 
amount of error of the latter. 
The 
eri-ors of the sidereal clocks are deter- 
mined by observation three times a 
W(i('k. 
There are other methods o^ 
regulating a clock without disturbing 
its pendulum, but probalily none ar« 
sitiijiler and bettor than this.

Mr. Horr, of Michigan, seconded 
Governor Foraker's motion. 


Senator Farwell, on behalf of Illinois, 
also seoonded the motion of Governor 
Foraker. 


Chauncey M. Depew also seoonded 
the nomination and predicted an old 
time victory for the republicans, for re- 
publican principles and for the salvation 
of the indnstrial interests of the country. 


General Hastings, of Pennsylvania, 
said that he was also authorized to sec- 
ond the motion. 
He said he had 100,

As thej^ 
arrive, the dense, d a r l clouds moving 
up from the'horizon, and often obsonr- 
ing the Bun's rays, 
proclaim the ap- 
prqachof the widely dreaded scourge. 


alarmed villagers congregate on 
the expected line of march, beating 
drums and brass pota, shouting and 
lighting bonfires and making all kiads 
of hideous noises. 
On one occasion, in

my garden.

Having dono so several times, 
I enjoyed the welcome sight of seeing 
them rising into the air and going elsf;- 
where.
